I enclose rubbings of two Spanish "Pieces of Bight" that 

have recently come into my possession, one bearing the date 1736 and the 
other, in the reigh of Charles the IV dated 1795. The former, issued 
during the reign of Phillip of Anjou -- Phillip V -- is of better type of 
workmanship than the other. The milling on the edge of this coin is a 
deeply cut leaf as represented by the impression that you will find at 

the right of the rubbing. Can you tell me the meaning of the initials 

“KM. Fe" or "F. M." thet appear at the left of the shield; also, what is 
the meening of the abbraiation "M" that appears on either side of the date? 
Each of the pillars of Castile and Aragon bears a ribbon with words that I 
cannot decipher. Can you enlighten me in these respects? It looks as tha gh 
the word on the left hand pillar is “plus” and on the right hand pillar 
*ultra™. 


On the other coin the die work is inferior end the impression 
is not exactly centered, At the right of the enclosed rubbing you will 
find an impression of the milling which appears to be a repetition of en 
oblong end a circle. On this coin also the pillars bear ribbons with a 
motto resembling "Plus Ultra” but the letta@ing is worn and I cannot be 
certain of this. On this coin also we have the abbreviation mfr the 
denomination. 8R and the initials "F. NM." 

The enclosed envelope will facilitate your reply, and I shall 
look forward to an opportunity to reciprocate.
